Ou r Precariou s Position 


The Salem News recently comp leted p u blication of 
a fiv e-p art series by Sterling F. Green, for 30 
y ears the economics sp ecialist for the Associated 
Press. 
Mr. Green made a searching inq u iry into what 
is hap p ening to the U.S. indu strial base,now that 
it is being eroded by what he refers to as the 
rise of mu ltinational corp orations and global con­ 
glomerates. 
He has p ointed ou t how American indu stry is 
harassed by high p rodu ction costs and cheap im­ 
p orts to su ch a degree that many corp orations 
are mov ing abroad where they can benefit from 
low wages, tax breaks and a bargain-basement * 
tariff arrangement. 


THE FACT THAT SUCH p rodu cts as sewing 
machines, cameras, camera eq u ip ment, ty p ewrit­ 
ers, watches and au tomobile p arts, to mention 
only a few, are being manu factu red abroad in

And 
Lou ie’s fans also knew that he was mu ch more 
than an ex cep tionally talented tru mp et p lay er. 
Arou nd this cou ntry and arou nd the world, the 
jazz maestro was an effectiv e goodwill ambassa­ 
dor. His p u re notes that ex p ressed frantic or 
sweet and low moods eq u ally well earned the 
su p p ort of fans arou nd the globe. 


Declin in g health cu t his 
activ ities

fu l to his admirers and p lay ed the only way he 
knew — with integrity .

While 
a Commerce Dep artment official admits U.S. in­ 
du stry might hav e lost its comp etitiv e p osition in 
some fields, he contends we hav e not lost ou r 
skills or ability . 
THIS KIND OF REASONING is 
absu rd. 
If 
American skills and ability cannot be p u t to p rodu c­ 
tiv e u se, how can we ex p ect to p u t them into a 
deep freeze u ntil they are once again, if ev er, 
needed? No one shou ld be so comp letely obliv iou s 
to reality as not to u nderstand that skills, knowl­ 
edge and indu strial cap acity p ermitted to erode 
cannot q u ickly be brou ght back to p rodu ctiv e ef­ 
ficiency . 
Escalating wages and p rices, which the Nix on 
administration shows no inclination to control, 
and rap idly diminishing p rodu ctiv ity on the p art 
of American labor hav e p rojected this cou ntry 
into a p recariou s p osition in a dog-eat-dog world. 
Unless selfish motiv es are su bju gated to the 
common good, America is in seriou s danger of 
losing its p osition as a world leader and the 
American dollar is in for some v ery frightening 
ex p eriences.

Until 
recently , thou gh, the German 
working class — one of whose 
u nions, the Metal Workers In­ 
du strial Association, the 2.2 mil­ 
lion — member I. G. Metall, 
has its headq u arters right down 
the street from this ty p ewriter 
— hav e been relativ ely strike- 
less. 


THE 
GERMAN 
UNIONS’ 
p owerfu l national federation has 
been op erating u nder a self 
imp osed wage restraint. Almost 
a wage freeze — v ery v olu n­ 
tary . And they giv e a fu ll day ’s 
work for a fu ll day ’s p ay . Thu s 
they hav e p rosp ered. And broth­ 
er. how they hav e p rosp ered. 
Basically their 
slogan has 
been, Karl Marx , no! The Deu t­ 
sche Mark, y es! 
So well has this “new” na­ 
tion done u nder labor’s restraint 
of its p rev iou sly u ncap p ed mili­ 
tancy and p rev iou s orthodox so­ 
cialism, and u nder its new p ol­ 
icy of not breaking the emp loy ­ 
er’s backs or banks, that the 
u nions hav e bu ilt a bank of 
their own known as the Bank 
f u r 
Gemeinwirtschaft 
(Bfg). 
Meaning the bank for the com­ 
monwealth. 
To me this is a fabu lou s u n­ 
told story . In 1958 its cu rrent 
p resident, debonaire and cu l­ 
tu red Dr. Walter Hesselbach, 
whose p arents were hou sekeep ­ 
ers for the famed Drey fu s bank­ 
ing family , merged six small 
regional credit institu tions domi­ 
nated by u nions and coop era­ 
tiv es 
Today the BfG has assets of 
more than fou r billion dollars. 
Rep eat, fou r billion dollars. Not 
marks. It op erates some 215 
branches, and a sav ings bank. 
It is this Federal Rep u blic’s 
fou rth largest bank, the world’s 
43rd biggest ou tside the U.S., 
and the 82nd, if y ou throw in 
o ur U.S., a cou ntry which a p­ 


p ears to be less and less want­ 
ed in financial circles. 


THIS BANK is not ju st con­ 
trolled by the German u nions. 
They own it — 95 p er cent 
worth. Its chief, Dr. Hessel­ 
bach, nominally is a Socialist. 
He 
is a 
member 
of Willy 
Brandt’s Social Democratic Par­ 
ty , sits on its Board of Econ­ 
omic Adv isers and finds the 
time not only to dev ote him­ 
self to the arts, bu t is chair­ 
man of the German p ostal sy s­ 
tem as well as on the board of 
directors of su ch corp orations 
as Au gu st Thy ssen-Hu ette, Lu f­ 
thansa, Kru p p , Ru hrkohle, and 
adv ises sev eral mu seu ms. 
Dr. Hesselbach has a sense 
of balance between the left and 
right. He will tu rn down a p rof­ 
it only if it wou ld come from 
some p re-war Nazi or from 
some belligerent Arab nation. 
He is not Jewish. He is dev ot­ 
ed to Israel’s asp irations for 
eternal p eace in the Holy Land. 
Back in 1963, for ex amp le, 
Hesselbach learned that 
the 
Hu go Stinnes Jr. emp ire was in 
trou ble. It needed cash becau se 
each of two ex ecu tiv es 
had 
p ledged the same assets for dif­ 
ferent loans. The labor-control­ 
led BfG mov ed in and sav ed 
Stinnes with a hu ge swing of 
liq u idity . Dr. Hesselbach shru g­ 
ged off this comp romise with 
cap italism. There were, said he 
later, 15,000 jobs at stake. And 
a net p rofit, too. 
More recently the labor bank 
p u t u p 20 p er cent of the money 
needed for creation of George­ 
town 
(Sou th Carolina) 
Steel. 
This p lant near Colu mbia, S.C., 
was hit by a tou gh six -month 
strike of I. W. Abel’s United 
Steelworkers of America. In­ 
stead of p u lling ou t of this 
stru ck corp oration, Hesselbach 
disp atched his articu late inter­ 
national sp ecialist, Dr. Diether 
Hoffman, to the U.S. The strike 
was settled some months ago. 


THE WORKERS’ BANK knows 
a p rofit when it sees one a long 
way off. It is essentially an in­ 
du strial and commercial hou se 
with sociological ov ertones. Bu t 
it is a bank, y ou can believ e it. 
And ru n by some keen fellows 
who don’t mind intellectu ally 
rou ghing u p a v isiting American 
corresp ondent eager to defend 
his cap italist land. 
Management of this bank is 
u niq u e — and it may be the 
faint signs of things to come 
in the U.S.,if cu rrent talk at 
home among the new u nionists 
ov er merging their assets ma­ 
terializes. There is only one la­ 
bor bank in the U.S. — The Am­ 
algamated Bank of N.Y. with 
some $442 million in assets— 
and, of cou rse, the United Mine 
Workers of America hav e con­ 
trolling interest in the National 
Bank 
of 
Washington. 
Bu t 
these are neither in the same 
leagu e nor the same kind of 
massiv e op eration as the BfG. 
This “hou se” is gu ng ho. Tru e 
it is dedicated to help strikers 


in an emergency by taking ov er 
their credit obligations. Bu t it 
is a commercial hou se first — 
and as ev idence there is the 
comp leted p lan for constru ct­ 
ing a 39 -story bu ilding in the 
heart of town. 


POWER IN THE BANK is in 
the hands of a board of con­ 
trollers. Of the 21 board mem­ 
bers, 10 are men from the 16 
national labor u nions, 7 are 
elected by the bank’s emp loy es 
who belong to a white collar 
u nion, 3 are chosen by this u n­ 
ion from workers ou tside the 
bank, and the 21st traditionally 
has been chairman of the DGB, 
German cou nterp art of the AFL- 
CIO. He is Heinz Oscar Vet­ 
ter, the George Meany of the 
Rep u blic. 
It all wasn’t done by sav ing 
p fnnigs. It was done by mod­ 
erating the militancy , of y ou ng 
and old workers alike, keep ing 
the skilled workers’ p ay 
at 
abou t $2 an hou r, tu rning ou t a 
p rodu ct the world will bu y . And 
bu y it does. So mu ch so that 
this nation, only 23 y ears from 
the day it came to life amid 
blasted cities u nder my late 
good friend Konrad Adenau er, 
actu ally has had to imp ort 2 
million workers from the rest 
of Eu rop e and North Africa. 
And there still are more jobs 
than workers. 
It’s lu sh now bu t if the new 
Germany blows its cool and its 
p roletariat gets strike hap p y , 
heav en will hav e to sav e the 
Deu tsche Mark if heav en is 
not too bu sy with the way ward 
dollar.

night, 1968, it ap p eared that Nix ­ 
on had won the White Hou se, 
bu t that the Democrats wou ld 
control both hou ses of Congress. 
Almost immediately , the word 
sp read that Nix on “wou ld be 
the first President since Bu ch­ 
anan to enter office against a 
wholly hostile Congress.” 
As 
months p assed, the statement 
became entrenched in ou r p oli­ 
tical wisdom. I u sed it. withou t 
a second thou ght, in a colu mn 
a cou p le of weeks ago. 
The colu mn p rodu ced a long, 
p ained, 
and scholarly letter 
from a historian in the Mid­ 
west. One inferred he has been 
bu sy for the p ast 19 months 
sending his Xerox ed tabu lations 
to sinners in 
the 
school 
of 
“the first President since Bu ch­ 
anan.” Well, it wasn’t Bu chan­ 
an. Ap p arently it was Fillmore, 
the Whig, in 1849, who took of­ 
fice with the Democrats in con­ 
trol of both Hou se and Senate. 
So mu ch for Bu chanan. 
Let me leap to something else 
that “ev ery one knows.” For the 
p ast fiv e or six y ears, when­ 
ev er a featu re writer has p u t 
his hand to the top ic of dep res­ 
sant and stimu lant dru gs, we 
hav e been sobered by the state­ 
ment that “half the legal p ro- 
du cflon of these p rodu cts winds 
u p in illicit channels.” It is not 
ju st featu re writers. In his re­ 
cent message on dru g control, 
Nix on himself p assed on the es­ 
timate, giv ing it p residential 
benediction, that “some 50 p er­ 
cent of the amp hetamines and 
barbitu rates were div erted last 
y ear into illegal sales.” 


IT SIMPLY ISN’T SO, at hand 
is a cop y of a letter written bv 
John E. Ingersoll on May 26. 
Ingersoll is director of the Bu r­ 
eau of Narcotics and Danger* 
ou s Dru gs. If he doesn’t know 
this score, no one does. 
He 
writes that the Bu reau “does not 
su p p ort the freq u ently ex p ressed 
contention that 50 p ercent of the 
legal U.S. p rodu ction. . . is di­ 
v erted to illicit channels.” The 
Bu reau ’s own estimate, based 
on a 1967 su rv ev , is that “ap ­ 
p rox imately 20 p ercent of the 
amp hetamines and 3 p ercent of 
the barbitu rates p rodu ced that 
y ear were not accou nted for by 
legitimate medical u sage.” 
This nex t is more a matter 
of op inion than of fact, bu t it 
falls within the sy ndrome. Since 
Rachel 
Carson’s 
“Silent 
Sp ring.” ev ery one has known 
that DDT is dreadfu l. Right? 
The p esticide has been u niv er­ 
sally condemned. I hav e done 
my p art in condemning it. 
••• 
BUT THE MAIL BRINGS a 
cop y of an address deliv ered in 
March by Dr. Philip Handler, 
p resident of the p restigiou s Na­ 
tional Academy of Sciences, in 
which he sharp ly challenges 
this conv entional wisdom. DDT. 
he asserts, as y et has done “no 
harm to hu mans, and the tales 
of damage to fish and bird life 
ap p ears to hav e been woefu lly 
ex aggerated.” The mail also 
brings 335 p ages of su p p orting 
docu mentation, comp iled by the 
DDT manu factu rers, in the form 
of statements from a dozen top - 
ranking scientists. They make 
a p ersu asiv e argu ment that, in 
this instance, what “ev ery one 
knows” is wrong. 
All I had intended to say on 
p ornograp hy was that, contrary 
to recu rring p ress rep orts (see 
Parade Magazine for Ju ly 4), 
the Commission on Obscenitv 
and Pornograp hy was not “Nix ­ 
on’s own commission.” It was 
Ly ndon Johnson’s. Bu t nev er 
mind. Ben Johnson once observ ­ 
ed that “nex t to tru th, a con­ 
firmed error does well.” 
The 
p oint is that tru th, if only we 
seek it ou t, does ev en better.

TEL AVIV (AP) - Defense 
Minister MoShe Dayan said to­ 
day that Egyptian pressure on 
the United States is impeding 
American military aid to Israel 
and undermining the chances 
for a negotiated Middle East 
settlement.
